ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 24.—The lat- 


est reports about Philipp, the mesmerist, 
who is said to have the czar completely 
under his control, are that he is a for- 
mer French physician, a naturalized 
American and -thiit he has been in Rus- 
sia for about a year, living in the homes 
of two Montenegron princes who married 
Russians. It is added that the 
czar 


granted Philipp the right 
to practice 


medioine in Russia and to wear the epau- 
k'ttes.ofa military surgeon of the rank 
of a, councillor of state, which equals 
that of .a, general. Kna'lly it is asserted' 
that. .the.court physician J5r. Ott, went 
to Li,vidi»;and-succeeded in persuading 
"the czar, to forbid Philipp to practice on 
the tmiioa .and the departure 
of the 


ministers of war, of the interior and fi- 
nance from Livadia was interpreted as a 
sign that Philipps influence was .broken. 


It is.-also said that these ministers 


jointly presented a report of his majesty 
discrediting Pliilipp, that tho czar defend- 
ed Philipp and resented what he classed 


interference with his personal affairs, 


bu-t finally yielded. This is looked upon 
in some quarters us evidence that the 
optimistic statement's on the subject of 
the czar's mental condition require lira- 
'ita'tion. 


Numerous persons who have returned 


from Livadia within three days assert 
that the czar has been moody and dis- 
gusted because hia early hopes of intro- 
ducing a happier."regime in Russia were 
frustrated bythe reactiom'rts.Tvrjoso in-'

to be'in genuine fear that his abdication 
would be demanded, which was strength- 
ened by the sudden return of the grand 
Duke Michael and the latter'* demonstra- 
tive public appearance^.

Somcrs

in the far East. 


At the time of the "Boxer" outbreak 


Miss Sehaeffer was in Hai-Nan, where 
she had worked for nearly five years. 
She was counseled to .hurry from the 
country but she refused to accept the 
protection offered her 
by the 
British 


consul in the inland and stated thr,t she 
refused to Jeave the Christians she had 
taught to the fury of their country peo- 
ple. 


In this manner she was left behind 


when many of the other missionaries left 
the provinces, and, although 
often in 


danger, she was never 
molested. At 


times the "Box'jr" warriors stoned the 
house in which she was living and for 
many nights Mi.ss Schaeffer slept on her 
revolver with a black gown ready for 
flight with her people should it be neces- 
sary, but even the "Boxers" felt the spell 
of 
her Cchistian power and 
refrained 


from doing her bodily injury. 


When it was found necessary for the 


people of Hai-Nan to give up the fight 
to preserve the mission Miss Scha^ffer, 
accompanied by her followers, left the 
island iuid after a long and-weary-march,- 
in which.they-were constantly in'immi- 
nent danger from the attacks of the 
"Triad," they sought safety at Nodia. 


With the close of the "Boxer" troubles 


Jliss Schaeffer hurried back to Hai-Nan 
and began the work o< rebuilding the lit- 
tle church which she fiad abandoned and 
now the church is regarded as one of the 
strongest in this part of China. 


Miss Schaeffer is wholly consecrated to 


her work in.China and her stay at her 
old home will be only a comparatively 
short one.

SPOONER IN WASHINGTON 


Makes Hurried Trip 
to Discuss 


Certain Features of Message 


With President. 


WASHINGTON, D. C-, Nov. 24.— Sena- 


tor Spooner arrived here Sunday morn- 
ing, spent the evening until a late hour 
with President Roosevelt at the White 
House, and left for Madison this morn* 
ing. This quick -trip to the capital was 
made by the senator in pursuance to a 
promise made to the president to be here 
about this time, presumably to talk over 
some features of the legislative policy 
for the coming session 
and especially 


with reference to the recommendations 
to.be made by the president in his mes- 
sage to congress. Mr. Spooner expected 
to be here Friday before the 
president 


went to Philadelphia, but was prevented 
by private business. 


While, of course, .the nature of the 


conference between the president and the 
senator is not disclosed it is assumed 
that the message and the canal question 
were canvassed in some detail. It is cer- 
tain that from his comments today Sena- 
•tor Spooner is not expecting there will 
be a special session of congress to take 
up the tariff question. .He also doubts 
that it would be possible for congress to 
do anything in the way of revising the 
tariff during the three months of ses- 
sion that can be held this winter. •
